The series of fetes given in honor of 
the Emperor of Austria by tho Emperor

I'lmprcss and their Irnpia-ial guest, there 
were present the Queen of tlio Netlier- 
lands, the King of Bavaria, the two Aos> 
trinn A.rehiiukos — Charles Louis and

As the Emperor Francis Joseph enter-
